of the dual monarchy, Austria and
Hungary, but when it beglna to threat-
en the mutusl existence, ax a natural’
unity, of the dusl monarchy, the matter
then amsumes & much broader impor-
tance and wider interest. The possi-
bility of the establishment in central
Europe of an independent state, with
treaty making powers, must be reck-
oned with as important in its possible
effect on the mutual commercial rela-

‘_limu of the present states of Central

[Europe, and it is not without its im-
portunt political bearing on the com-
Uplex situation which centers in the Bal-
kan peninsula, for Hungary borders on
Bosnia, Servia, Roumania and Russia,
and there is reason to believe she would
not be averse should she become & free
state to Russian influence in the Bal-
kans or at Constantinople.

New commercin]l treaties with Ger-
ymany and Haly have been determined
upon, but they cannot become effective
until passed by the Hungarisn parlia-
ment, and otber treaties are pending
with Russis, Switzerland, and the Bal-
kan Btates, The deputations last year
sppropriate 00,000,000 for national de-
fense spd contracts for much of this
sum have already been given out, yet
the money cannot be had until the Hun-
garian parliament gives its consent to
the appropriation. And the Hunga-
rian parliament practically says to the
Crown. “We will do mothing until you
agree to our army demands,"to which
the Crown replies” You may have any-
thing in reason except the use of the
Hungarian language in my army; that
you can never have.” '

The conditions which have led up to
the present conflict are those, Under
the Premiership of Coloman Szell the
government have made demands upon
the Hungarian parliament for a consid-
erable inerease in the fluotn of army
recruits to be supplied by Hungary and
a proposal to augment the annual grant
to the Crown. These demands the Hun-
garians declined on what to them were
good reasons, and finally their oppo-
sition to them developed into obstrue
tion. They made counter demands upon
the Crown, which were refused, and
with intervals of comparative peace the
conflict between parliament and Crown
was maintsined with energy through
mfveral ministries and for several
years, Each side gained minor points,
and the strong weapon of the house was

The result wus un-
expected. Ths Ministerinl or so-called
Liberal party was overwhelmingly rout-
ed, and there came into concrete exist-
ence the combined opposition of today,
the “Independence Party.” This party
is composed of various minor factions
with various programmes and tenden-
cies, but all united over the one bone
of contention,—the military demands,—
the use of the Hungarian language and
the Hungarian flag in the army of Hun-
gary. These demands the Crown has
peremptorily and convineingly refused,
and the pewly elected parliamentary
majority had to choose between relin-
quishing its principles or muh]
its prospects of power. It to

The man who would have said last
February, when the resignations of the
Tisza Cabinet were placed in the hands
of the King, that this eabinet would be
in office in May would have found no
one to believe him. The new elections,
which had been ordered because the
House could not agree om methods of
proceedure, decided so conclusively for
dhe opposition that men thought the
only thing remaining to be done wad
to turn over the administration of
affairs to the victorious parties. The
establishment of an administration on
the basis of the verdiet given at the
polls seemed a comparatively easy man-
ter. The Crown had recognized the
constitutional consequences of the eles-
‘toral vietory, for on February 12, Fran
cis Rossuth was received in audience
by the Emperor and King in Viennsa
Kossuth appeared before His majesty
as the official head of the united oppo-
sitional parties in the Hungarian House,
Yet in spite of this election the old
Tisza cabinet is today still in power.

Bituated on the only frésh-water
tarbor of Importance In tha world,
with the broad ocean but 10 miles trom
its wharves, It enjoys marked advant-
ages as o shipping center. The gravity
route of the Columbia river (8 natura's
highway for the great Inland empire,
the Immensa produect of which must be
exported from the ocean port. At As-
toria the lnrgest ships may find safeé
moorings, and Its harbor will accom-
modate all the shipping that may ever
come to the northwest coast. It is
pre-eminently the Pacific slope port,
an New York Is the Atlantlc port, and
must soon receive from the transcon-
tinental rallroads the recognition which
its advantages justify, as has New
York on the Atlantic coast.

Development of the lumbering in-
dustry will alone make Astoria great,
There are 76,000,000,000 feat of tibmer
standing In the forests near the elty.
This wvast timber  supply Is great
enough to keep In steady operation for
20 years 100 large mills, and to afford
employment Juring that pariod to 18.-
000 persons In the manufacturing
plants, to say nothing of the army of
workmen that would be employed In
the forests, The Arst stops towards the
development of lumbering have now
been taken, and four mils, with a dally
output exceading 300,000 feet, are In
operation. The forests are only a short
distance from the city, and the cost of

bringing logs to Astorja Is light, mark-
Ing this a most desirable point for the
manufactuer of lumber. The advant-
iges offered by this city as a milling
point are beginning to attract the at.
tention of millmen who desiré to op-
erate economically, and before long
Astorin will rank as the largest lum-
bering producing port on the Paclfic
connt,

The growth of the salmon Industry
will likewlse prove of great benefit to
Astoria, By means of artificial propa-
gation. this magnificent businems has
come to stay. It will be bullt up, with«
in n few yoars, to four times Its preésent
magnitude, and will then mean more
than $10,000,000 annually to the city.
Several Alaskan salmon canneries are
owned and operated here and each
year bring large suma to their home
office. The possibilities of Astoria as a
fishing port or center In other lines of
fishing industries are also of great
Importance, and the attention of capl
talists Is called to this city as a deep-
sen fishing center: also to the great
runs of genuine French sadrines which
come into the river by the hundreds of
billlons every Yyear,

The loweér Columbia river district,
with Its mild climate, offéers unsur-
passed inducements to dairymen, farm-
ers and small-fruit growers. While
small-frult growing has not been ex-
tenslvely engaged in, thoss who have
followed It have been most successful,
and one enterprising grower Is now
harvesting two astrawbarry corops a
year—the only Instance of the kind
known In this section of the country.
Settlament of the productive lands of
the county will work wonders for the
clty and assist materially in its up-
bullding.

[m equipment by any other system {n
{the Pacific northwest, The water
works are operated by the municipal
government as represénted by the
water commission, and constitute the
city’'s mo#t valuable assst. The wate
is brought from Bear creek, about 10
miles distant, which has its source In
the mountains,

The reservolr s situated on the pla
teau back of the city, where the sup-
ply is regulated. The water system of
Astoria is extensive enough to supply
the needs of 100,000 people, besides af-
fording fire protection to all parts of
the clty.

The Lumbering Industry.

The mouth of the Columbia river
has the greatest body of timber tribu.
tary and avallable of any point in the
world,

est In the Pacific northwest; (t out.
ranks In value of product any other
line. Production of wheat Is a close
second, being worth §17,000,000 a year,
while the walus of the lumber output
is $18,000,000. Coal, gold and silver,
frult, cattle and sheep, wool and fiah,
all of which are produced In great
abundance, fall far below, nor hardly
equal In the aggregate, the wealth des
rived from the foresta The town,
therefore, that commands the greatest
resources avallable of fine timber mum
have a great outlook. Demand for
timber will not decrease, but becom#®
greater with every year.

Tha timber trees of the forests tribu.
tary to Astoria are, In order of qual-
ity; Douglas fir, commerciplly known
as Oregon pine; hemlock, spruce and
cedar. There are also soft, or birds.
eye, maple, vine maple, alder, wild
cherry, willow, stc.

The fir Is both red and yellow, It
growa flve to 14 feet In diameéter, and
150 to 300 feet tall; 361 feet I» sald to
have beon measured on one fallen tres
in the coast mountains. Conslderable
noble fir, or larch, and some white pine

Hemlock
occurs as a mixed or smaller growth
with fir and spruce, trees seldom belng
of great height, although often very
large. Yet cedar |s foind mixed with
the other timbers, the trees seldom be-
Ing of greater height  although often
very large. Yet cedar Is not plentityl
in this section. In general estimates o
timber production 20,000 feet to the
acre are ollowed. Single acres have
been known to produce ten times this
amount.

Although manufacturing is as yet in
its Infancy In Astoria, more than 4300
persons are employed in the institu-
tions now doing business here. The
salmon Industry employs by far the
greatest number of persons, but the
seasons extend over g period of only
about six months, and at other times
those engaging ln It follow other lines
of pursuit, The lumbering industry,

The lumbering businesa Is the larg- [including box factories, barrel factor-

les, _etc., la rapldly assuming propor-
tions, and will, within a few years, out-
rank the flshing interests,

More than $3.000,000 Is Invested In
manufacturing planta here, while the
value of the yearly product exceeds
$6.500,000.

Astoria owes its existence largely to
the great salmon Industry of which it
ia the center. Year after year the Co-
lumbia river has given up ita wealth
of fish, and in the past 2§ years haa
ylelded §$75,000,000, nearly sll of which
has been placed In clrculation in this
olty. Where other crops have falled,
the salmon supply has maitnained its
average of production, and in this re-

Dalrying county s in its
. , And yery few dalrymen realize
the natural advantages of this coun-
iry, The climaté, coupled with the pro-
ductiveness of the oil, makes It an Ideal
district for production of butter and
cheese; dairymen are taking more In-
terest In the breed and care of stock
With the genuine butter cow, such
as few here have as yof, much better
ts may be obtained, though even
luxurient pasturage enables
to furnish an abundance of
rich milk, with more than an average
of butter fat. A modern equipped
creamery ia In operation in Astorla,
furnishing the farmers a ready sale
for their cream, at an average price for
the year of 22% cents per pound for
butter fat; and the cows yleld, under
good care, about 285 pounds of butter
fat per year. There Is general Inter-
est in Increasing the dairy business:
many of the dairymen are preparing to
enlarge thelr herds and new darles are
being started  Ever-growing grass
and the best market in the world make
this an inviting fleld for those who
understand the care of cows.

All the Oregon coast country, espe-
clally that near the mouth of the Co-
lumbia river, Is very similar to the
great dairying sections of Europe, such
as Denmark, Holland and the Channel
islands. The wintera, however, are
milder and the summers dryer,

The lands best adapted to grass.
growing are the tidelands, which are
river bottoms adjoining the Colum.
bia or its branches, and overfiowed by
the highest tides. These lands may be
reclaimed by diking, at an expense of
about 310 per acre. By diking large
tracts by machinery—with steam
dredges—the expénse may be reduced,
and more substantial dikes srected One
acre of tideland has been shown to be
ample for keeping one cow the entire
year. There are still in Clatsop county
about 20,000 acres of tideland to be
diked, much of it belng easily cleared
after the diking s Jone. Thls s no
experiment, as many of tha best dairy
farms have been made on diked tide-
